WARiutiriTOif, Aug. 5.— Since Mr. Bayard 
became a member of President Cleveland's 
cabinet and assumed the duties of secretary 
of state he has undertaken to reorganize the 
consular and diplomatic service. Those rep- 
resentatives of this country who have been 
appointed since the 4th of March have re- 
ceived special instructions looking to the 
inq rovi nient of the service, nud within a 
few weeks new regulations will be issued, 
which, it is believed, will aid in the improve- 
ment. The reorgani ration, it is thought, 
will have be.-n completed by January next. 
Its effect will probably not be uoted by busi- 
ness men until two years have elapsed. 

"The one great object sought in this reor- 
ganization." suid one of th- BOM promin-,il 
officials in the department, "has MM the se- 
curing of good and competent men. Mr. 

Bayard has repeatedly asked of tl apply - 

ing for the positions, 'Are they capable* I 
want competent persons who can do the 
work in a satisfactory manner, and will ap- 
point them without regard to the city or 
state in which they live. In seeunni; these 
men special inquiry as to their fitnoss has 
been set on foot in a number of rases.

London, Aug. ft.— Now that the parli- 
amentary and society season faies and is in 
dissolution, literature Iwgins to come to the 
fore. Families, tourists, guests at watering 
places, spas ami country houses by the 
thousands turn eagerly to the magazines 
and novels. When pater familias seeks the 
grouse moor his daughters vez Mudie's, 
Smith's and tho Grosvenor libraries. Even 
tirosome old fogies like Mir Richard Cross 
exchange blue l> ooks for Mrs. Lynn Linton's 
autobiography, "Christopher Kirkland," 
whose hero falls in love, six tinies, never 
wisely or well. 

The magazine* of the month are all out, 
reminding one of the paraphrase of the old 
chancellor's mot, "Behold, my son, with 
what little wisdom the London magazines 
are edited," which weakness assists in ac- 
counting for the Immense circulation of 
American magazines and the favor with 
which John Bull regards them. The cur- 
rent reviews, however, are unusually attrac- 
tive for a silly or any other season. 
Mr. Turnbull. a Chicago barrister, sur- 
prises the Duke of Argyll and the 
Earl of Wemyss, giver of the Elcbo 
Shield, ami other political aud literary 
pundits with an article In the Nineteenth 
Century showing that the English govern- 
ment is really democratic, with the com-

Sudden Termination of a Ilalloonlst's 
Itace at Chicago. 

Chicaoo, Aug. 5 — The principal attrac- 
tion at the South End, Chicago's now water- 
ing place on the border of Lake Michigan, 
was to be a balloon race between Professor 
Smith, of this city, and Professor Talbert, 
of Kankakee. The ascension was made in 
the presence of 2,(100 persons.
